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DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 8-11 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, 
but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of 
the base claim and any intervening claims. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

With respect to claim 8, the prior art does not teach or render obvious the total 
combination as claimed including a cartridge wherein the cartridge including a casing 
portion for housing the supply of ink, the casing including distinct chambers for storing a 
supply of different colored inks, each ink storage chamber having a corresponding ink 
outlet closed with a pierceable seal.

C/a/7n Rejections - 35 USC § 102 
The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351 (a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
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only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

Claims 1 - 7 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Koga. 

Koga teaches a cartridge (Fig. 1) for use with a digital printing device (10), the 
cartridge including a casing for housing print media (2) and a supply of ink (Fig. 1,51) 
and a transport assembly (Fig. 2, 31 and 34) arranged in the casing to engage with a 
powered gear provided on the training device with which the cartridge is to be used the 
transport assembly being configured to be driven by the powered gear thereby to drive 
the print media from the casing. 

With respect to claim 2, Koga teaches a cartridge (Fig. 2) wherein the casing 
including a first portion for housing the print media (30) and a second portion for 
housing the supply of inkpff). 

With respect to claim 3, Koga teaches a cartridge including a print media exit 
(Fig. 9), the transport assembly being disposed upon operation to pick up and drive a 
sheet of said print media through said exit. 

With respect to claim 4, Koga teaches a cartridge (Fig. 2) wherein the transport 
assembly includes a drive shaft (34), a drive gear (48) coupled to the drive shaft and 
pick up rollers (31) rigidly connected with said drive shaft. 

With respect to claim 5, Koga teaches a cartridge wherein the drive gear (48) is 
adapted to engage a powered corresponding gear (Fig. 10, 1001) provided on the 
printing device with which the cartridge is to be used. 
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With respect to claim 6, Koga teaches a cartridge wherein the drive gear is able 
to engage a powered corresponding gear provided on the printing device by means of 
an aperture provided on said casing (See Fig. 10). 

With respect to claim 7, Koga teaches a cartridge including a shielding means 
(the sloping edge just after the paper feed rollers) arranged adjacent the exit opening for 
assisting in the supply of print media to said printing device.
